Destroying 


Quack Grass. 


J OFTEN see directions given for killing but quack grass, but I 


think they are all inferior to the method that I employ. I would 


never try to drag out the roots with harrow or rake, because not all 
of the roots will be gathered and those left will soon fill the soil 
again. The pest can most easily be killed right where it Is, the roots 
'furnishing au abundance of plant food, by using a double action cuta- 
way harrow. Now please don't think that, any kind of a harrow will 
do, because it will not. If you rely on any -except the one I men- 
tioned you will be disappointed. I have used one to destroy what I 
am writing. If you plow befuro quack grass matiy times and am 
sure of using the harrow, run: the plow shallow—just deep enough to 
turn over any .quack rootsi bottom side up;'let lay thus for a week 
and then go over the field.with the double action cutaway harrow; 
then after a few da>s repeat the harrowing and keep at it,-going 
over the field at mtenals of a few days until the pest Is all de- 
stroyed.

It took a 


good many trips up and down, the 
street to complete the run, hut it was 
eventually done, and now are quail 
fled to walk the deck of one of the 
battleships their few hours of watch 
One of the hard luck stories is that 
of Chaplain Curtis Hoyt Dicldns. He 
started on the walking test and had 
nearly completed lorry sillies, when a 
misstep on a rough piece of road and 
ho suained the cords of his right leg, 
so that he was laid up for several 
days, and under orders from the sur- 
geon will not be able to make the test 
this year.

done do not count, so that he will 
have to do it all over again.

CENSUS OF MANUFACTURES 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 
S.—Tho 


general schedule which will be used 
la the Federal Census, of Manufac- 
turers for the calendar year 1909, has 
been formulated, and about 
700,000 


printed copies have been ordered by 
Census Director E. Dana Durand. 


The schedule is In the form of a 


four page folder, about 9x11 1-2 inch- 
es in size. It is smaller and simpler 
than thp ones upon which the 1900 
and 1905 censuses 
of 
manufactures 


were taken. It has less than half as 
many spaces for entries as the earl- 
ier ones and seems likely to insure 
less labor and greater accuracy in tho 
collection of the manufactures data. 


There are in the general schedule, 


thirteen 
principal 
questions, 
with 


their subdivisions. Tills is the same 
number as iu the general schedule for 
1005. 
There are, however, important 


differences between the 
two sched- 


ules. 
These comprise, in 
the 1009 


schedule, the new questions" author- 
ized by Congress; tho elimination of 
former queries to which it is-impos- 
sible to obtain approximately acnrato 
replies; and also the simplification of 
others by their separation or combi- 
nation in other forms. 


One of 
the 
subdivisions of the 


question relating to power employed 
for manufacturing purposes, calls .for 
the name of tho stream or lake from 
which water Is obtained to generate 
power, whether 
direct 
or 
electric. 


This Information will be valuable in 
a census of the country's water power 
plants and operations, in case Con- 
gress provides for it later. 


Another new question involves the 


quantity of fuel used 
whether 
an- 


thracite coal, bituminous coal, coke, 
wood, oil. gas or other kind. This 
is expected to elicit replies affording 
considerable data on the fuel conser- 
vation question.

The thirteen 
principal ' questions 


are, briefly, first, a description of the 
establishment; second, time In oper- 
ation and hours worked; third, capi- 
tal invested; fourth, salaried employ- 
ees; fifth, wago earners, including 
piece workers, on the pay roll Dec.

thirteenth, remarks.
